This was a 
briefing oa the Current World Situation by Hon. Livingston Merchant, 
Asaistant Secretary of State for Kurepean Affairs, accempanied by 
Hea, William B. Macomber, Jr., Assistant Secretary of State for 
Congressional Relations.
